Report of School Board. 


The following report is respectfully submitted by 
the school board for the year ending Feb. 1904. 

At the annual meeting of the school district Mr. 
S.S. Hartshorn was elected for two years, Mrs. C. P. 
Mason for one year. Board organized, Mrs. Mason, 
chairman, Mr. A. W. Putnam, treasurer; Mr. Harts- 
horn, care of supphes. Mr. Hartshorn resigned in the 
fall. No substitute was appointed. 

The school at the Center was taught in the spring 
by Miss Ethel Hadley, who had taught the year before 
The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Amy 
Tenney of Antrim, N. H. Miss Tenney taught at No. 
6 in the spring, and, although it was her first term, gave 
such satisfaction that she was given the position at No. 
1 with good results. She is a good disciplinarian, an 
earnest, progressive teacher, and we commend her 
heartily. 

Miss Bertha Perham continued the work at No. 6 
in the fall and winter. Although inexperienced, her 
work was very good, showing careful preparation and 
much interest. 

Miss Edith Weston of Amherst, N. H., taught a 
good school at No.4 in the spring. She was transferred 
to No. 5 for the fall term. Miss Martha Whitney, who 
had taught at No. 5 in the spring, continued the work 
during the winter term. 
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At No. T Miss Florence Chancey had the spring 
term and Miss Edith Parker of Milford the fall and 
winter terms. Miss Parker’s work was excellent, both 
in discipline and studies. The school was greatly im- 
proved under her care. 

Miss Annie Curtis taught at No. 3 spring and fall 
terms. The work was cuntinued through the winter by 
Miss Lizzie M. Gordon of Quincy, Mass. Miss Gordon 
is a graduate of the .Quincy training school, and her 
work showed the advantage of normal work over any 
other. It was very satisfactory. 

The school work for the year has shown a gradual 
Improvement. As a rule, the teachers have been. inter- 
ested and worked very faithfully. With a few excep- 
tions parents have been satisfied. More confidence be- 
tween parents and teachers would give more satisfaction 
to both. Co-operation is an essential, not only with the 
teachers, but with the school board. More help and less 
criticism would be beneficial. 

As No. 8 school is not as large as formerly it would 
be an advantage to convey the scholars from No. 5 to 
that school. 

If the best results are to be obtained in the school 
work we must have progressive, enthusiastic teachers ; 
those who have had some kind of normal training are 
to be preferred. It is just as important that teachers 
be trained for their work as it is for a physician to be 
trained for his. 

More apparatus to illustrate and help in teaching 
would be much appreciated, especially by the teachers.
